THE STARTING-POINT. 

The origin of this socio-political association 
begins with the revolution of 1848, when 
the . revolutionary element of Germany, 
France and Italy were divided in two great 
camps. One wanted a republic fashioned some- 
what like our own, while the other—the Social- 
ists and Communists—were opposed to this, 
they being in favor of tearing down the entire 
edifice of our present state of society, and 
building up a new one under which an equal dis- 
tribution of wealth could be had, ' 


The leader of these Radicals was Carl Marx, 
now of London, who from 1847 to 1849, edited 
the Rhenish Zeitung, in which paper he first gave 
vent to his peculjar ideas on society and the 
State. He advocated the interference with la- 
bor by abolishing competition and wages, leaving 
men to work under the influence of public spir- 
it and making an equal division of the produc- 
tion. Another scheme of his was, that no man 
should be allowed to possess more than a certain 
amount of wealth; 
to go the State, to be used for public 
institutions, and to provide for those who are 
unable to provide for themselves. Ferdinand 
Lasalle, who was killed in a duel in Switzerland, 
a few years ago, adyocated the same principles 
as Mr. Marx, and these two men, together with
